Out of this number, 10 had flour or 


sugar licenses revoked, 31 had licenses 
suspended. 22 were required to sus- 
pend business for stated periods, 23 
were required to_pay fines and donate 
them to war relief work, 31 were placed 
on the unfair list, and 10 were placed 
on probation. 


This result indicates that a large 


number of food dealers are either care 
ess, or else have deliberately violated 
:he regulations 


A food dealer in these" times has a 


serious responsibility. He handles the 
srecious elements that sustain life, 
and the world depends -upon his hon- 
esty and fairness to distribute things 
evenly and to sell at reasonable prices 


The public will imposerits penalties 


as well as the authorities. The regu- 
lations of the food administration ha-ie 
been intricate, and many dealers have 
no doubt been held up for small tech-. 
nical violations that the public will not 
taka 
seriously- 
But 
demonstrated 


profiteers will find they have hurt 
their own business.

teering~is not probably perpetrated by 
retailers but by the bjg dealers. The 
government will have to find, more ade 
quate means of dealing with them. f
